This 
conduct hardly indicates respect, but it is not 
meant to bo nearly as rude ag it soume, for there 
is no privacy in Chinese domestic life; n0 one 
bas avy nerves, and no.one miids any amount 
of obgersution or noixe. Chinese who have been 
requested to spend the right in their employer's 
premises at Shavghai insteud of rotu ning to 
the native quarter have declared that they: could 
not sleep becaure it was so.quiet.
